BUSH: RECESSION COULD BE BAD IF QUICK ACTION IS NOT TAKEN IN FINANCIAL CRISIS

WASHINGTON President Bush on Wednesday 
warned Americans and lawmakers reluctant to 
pass a $700 billion financial rescue plan that 
failing to act fast risks wiping out retirement 
savings, rising foreclosures, lost jobs, closed 
businesses and “a long and painful recession.” 

His dire warning came not long after the 
president issued extraordinary invitations to 
presidential candidates Barack Obama and 
John McCain, one of whom will inherit the 
mess in four months, as well as key congres- 
sional leaders to a White House meeting on 
Thursday to work on a compromise. 

“Without immediate action by Congress, 
American could slip into a financial panic and 
a distressing scenario would unfold,” Bush said 
in a 12-minute prime-time address from the 
White House East Room that he hoped would 
help rescue his tough-sell bailout package. 

The bailout, which the Bush administra- 
tion asked Congress last weekend to approve 
before it adjourns, is meeting with deep skep- 
ticism, especially from conservatives in Bush’s 
own party who are revolting at the high price 
tag and unprecedented private-sector inter- 
vention. Though there is general agreement 
that something must be done to address the 
spiraling economic problems, the timing and 
even the size of the package remained in 
doubt and the administration has been forced

Seeking to explain himself to conservatives. 
Bush stressed he was reluctant to put taxpayer 
money on the line to help businesses that had 
made bad decisions and that the rescue is not 
aimed at saving individual companies. He 
tried to address some of the major complaints 
from Democrats by promising that CEOs of 
failed companies won’t be rewarded. 

“With the situation becoming more pre- 
carious by the day, I faced a choice: to step in 
with dramatic government action or to stand 
back and allow the irresponsible actions by 
some to undermine the financial security of 
all,” Bush said. 

Intensive, personal wheeling and dealing 
is not usually Bush’s style as president, unlike 
some predecessors. He does not often call or 
meet with individual lawmakers to push a leg- 
islative priority 

But with the nation facing the biggest 
financial meltdown in decades. Bush took the 
unusual step of calling Democrat Obama per- 
sonally about the meeting, said presidential 
spokeswoman Dana Perino. White House 
aides extended invitations to McCain and to 
GOP and Democratic leaders.

The economic crisis and raw politics threatened 
to derail the first presidential debate as John 
McCain challenged Barack Obama to delay the 
Friday forum and join forces to help Washington 
fix the financial mess. Obama rebuffed his GOP 
rival, saying the next president needs to “deal with 
more than one thing at once.” 

The White House rivals maneuvered to claim 
the leadership role in resolving the economic 
turmoil that has overshadowed their campaign 
six weeks before Election Day Obama said he 
would proceed with his debate preparations while 
consulting with bailout negotiators and Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson. McCain said he would 
stop all advertising, fundraising and other cam- 
paign events to return to Washington and work 
for a bipartisan solution. 

“It’s my belief that this is exactly the time 
when the American people need to hear from 
the person who, in approximately 40 days, will be 
responsible for dealing with this mess,” Obama 
said at a news conference in Clearwater, Fla. “It’s 
going to be part of the president’s job to deal with 
more than one thing at once.” 

But McCain said they must focus on a biparti-

More than three clo/en 
people with tics to 
the powerful Latin 
Kings street gang were 
charged Wednesday in a 
drug conspiracy case for 
alleged narcotics traf- 
licking in Little Village, 
authorities said. 

FBI agents and 
Chicago police were part 
of a team involved in a 
sweep early Wednesday 
in which a number of 
reputed leaders of the 
organization were taken 
into custody. Among 
those charged were a 
“supreme regional offi- 
cer,” a regional enforcer and i8 “Incas” in the 
gang that is accused of selling drugs and weap- 
ons. 

Federal officials said 40 people were charged 
in a case that was meant to be a major blow 
against the gang's leadership. The four-year 
investigation used an undercover informant 
who wore a wire against fellow gang members 
even as he was responsible for security at major 
meetings. 

Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis said there 
have been 29 slayings— of which eight were juve- 
nile— this year in the Ogden District, the area of 
the sweep. 

Among those charged was Vicente Garcia, 
30, who is alleged to have started in the gang's 
Bolingbrook section and now is accused of being 
a regional leader who replaced Fernando “Ace” 
King in the gang's structure. King, the reputed 
Supreme Inca of the gang, was found guilty in 
July in a dnig conspiracy. 

Jose Guzman, an alleged regional enforcer, 
also was charged, along wath Victor Aviles, 
another alleged regional leader. 

At an afternoon news conference with leaders 
of the U.S. attorney's office, the FBI, Chicago 
police and the Cook County state's attorney's 
office, Rob Grant, head of the FBI in Chicago, 
said those charged also included eight “casiques,” 
or No. 2 leaders in Latin King sections. “We 
essentially eliminated their entire command and 
control stiucture,” Grant said

Trump: 

Big buildings 
in big trouble

From near the top of the 92-story Trump 
International Hotel & Tower Chicago, one 
can look down on the skyline and a frozen 
real estate market that is derailing local 
developers, sellers and biyxrs. 

To the east is the concrete foundation 
surrounding the hole in the ground where 
the Chicago Spire should already be under 
construction. To the southwest is the par- 
tially built shell of Waterview Tower and 
Shangri-I^ Hotel. 

And all around Chicago arc home sellers 
still waiting for buyers and buyers too wor- 
ried to consider buying a home. 

Wednesday, on the same day that Donald 
Trump and his family were in Chicago to 
mark the ceremonial topping off of 
the tower, existing home sales data 
was released that showed the local 


market is in dire straits. 

It is an irony not lost on the Trumps, 
who acknowledged Wednesday that their 
skyscraper has been hit by the slowdown, 
and they were lucky to get it done. 

The tower is “the only building that got 
built, and the .skeletons of the other ones 
arc strewn all over the place,” Trump said. 
“The days of building buildings like this 
are over. It will take 10 years to finance 
buildings like this.” 

Trump spoke at the topping-off cer- 
emony for his Trump International Hotel 
and Tower— a development that at 1,360 
feet \vi\\ be the second-tallest building in 
Chicago after the Scars Tower. 

While 25 percent of the tower remains 
for sale, the building is ncarK finished. But 
questions now surround the fate of anoth- 
er project that would alter the city's skyline 


— the Chicago Spire. The project’s archi- 
tect, Santiago Gilatrava, said Wednesday 
he has had little contact recently with 
Garrett Kcllchcr, executive chairman of 
Shelboume Development Group. 

Similarly, construction progress at the 
90-story Waterview Tower and Shangri- 
I^ Hotel , TIT W. Wacker Drive, appears to 
have stalled. Repeated calls to the develop- 
er, Teng and Associates, which announced 
in the spring that it had secured the con- 
struction financing to complete the proj- 
ect, were not returned. 

As planned, the buildings set a new high- 
water mark for residential development in 
Chicago, offering sweeping views, plush 
amenities and eye-popping price tags. A 
S40 million price tag is attached to the 
two-level Spire penthouse. 

The projects' futures rest in the hands 
of consumers and lenders, and both are 
strapped right now. Meanwhile, Congress 
wrestles with the detail of the proposed 
$700 billion mortgage bailout. 

Trump acknowledged that if he was just 
now starting his project, it likely would not 
get built. 

“Unless I used my own money, it would 
be impossible,” he said “The banks are out 
of business. The sad thing is, it’s a blight 
for cities.” 

The Chicago Trump Tower will be fin- 
ished in six months. Trump said, with the 
building's spire to be added in October.

Charges against Gonzalez are pending, 
Riordan said. 

Tancey said at least four bystanders 
helped students off the bus. 

Rescuer James Horton, a father of three, 
saw the crash as he drove on the highway 
and rushed to help.

Chinese 

imports 

banned 

HONG KONG More than a dozen countries — 
from Indonesia to Colombia— have banned 
or recalled Chinese dairy products amid fears 
over a widening tainted milk scandal that 
has killed four Chinese babies and sickened 
thousands of others. 

Worries that compromised ingredients may 
have contaminated other foods like yogurts, 
cookies and candies have led several more 
countries, from Canada to Australia, to step up 
testing of Chinese imports. 

The health scare has hit hardest in Asia, where 
nervous parents have rushed their children to 
hospitals for health checkups in recent days after 
China revealed that baby formula laced with the 
industrial chemical melamine had killed four 
babies and sickened 54,000. 

Melamine is used to make plastics and 
fertilizer. It can cause kidney stones and lead to 
kidney failure. 

Since the scandal broke two weeks ago, 
Bangladesh, Brunei, Japan, Malaysia, Philippines, 
Singapore, Taiwan, Burundi, Kenya and Gabon 
have placed at least partial bans on Chinese dairy 
imports or foods that may contain milk. Vietnam 
has ordered testing of all Chinese milk products 
and pulled several thousand gallons of milk from 
supermarket shelves. 

On Wednesday, Indonesia issued a sweeping 
ban covering 28 products— everything from 
liquid milk to Oreos and Snickers— out of 
concern they might be poisoned with adulterated 
Chinese dairy 

France does not import Chinese dairy products 
but it also halted imports of Chinese biscuits, 
candy or other such foods that could contain 
Chinese dairy derivatives. The government 
described the measure as a precaution.

Piniella could manage 
Cubs beyond 2009

NEW YORK Lou Piniella plans on managing the 
Cubs next year and could stay around longer. 

“I’ve got a year to go on my contract and 
we’ll see where it goes from there,” the 
65-year-old said before Wednesday’s game 
against the New York Mets. “But I’m not 
looking five or six years ahead or four or five 
years ahead, put it that way Like I said. I’ve 
said many times that I’m perfectly content 
year to year.” 

Chicago already has clinched the best 
record in the National League, just two years 
after going an NL-worst 66-96. Piniella said 
managing a major-league team becomes more 
tiring as he gets older. 

“All my good buddies are retired, so, we’ll 
see,” said Piniella, in his 21st season as a big- 
league manager. “As long as I still have the 
drive and the passion. I’m fine. If I lose that. 
I’m not going to cheat anybody and take any- 
body’s money” 

ATampa area native, Piniella managed the 
then-Devil Rays from 2003-05. Tampa Bay, 
which lost 91 to 99 games per season under 
Piniella, is going to the playoffs for the first 
time this year under manager Joe Maddon. 

“When I managed there, we had a $22 mil- 
lion payroll. It was a little difficult,” Piniella 
said. “They’ve done a real nice job there over 
the last three years or so and improved their 
pitching, improved their team. And they’ve 
done a darn good job there. They should be 
happy, and I’m happy for them.”

Playing hard to get 

Cubs, Sox playoff tickets are available— and they’re not cheap

Thousands of Cubs and White Sox playoff tickets were sent out 
Wednesday, and chances are (a) you didn’t get any, and (b) you’re 
wondering who the {bleep] did. 

Both teams made fewer tickets available to the public this year 
than they did the previous times they were in the playoffs (last year 
for the Cubs, 2005 for the Sox). Yet even as your odds of gaining 
access to the postseason are lower than ever, you can look online 
and find thousands of tickets for sale— albeit often for prices that 
seem more appropriate for an around- the-world luxury cruise than 
a baseball game. 

The landscape has changed dramatically, in large part because 
the secondary ticket market has exploded. Although for years 
teams actively tried to prevent folks from reselling tickets — the 
Cubs used to buy tickets from brokers, 
trace them to season-ticket holders and 
revoke the sellers’ seats— teams now 
are encouraging and profiting from a 
growing resale business. 

In August 2007, Major League 
Baseball entered into a five-year agree- 
ment to make StubHub (which is 
owned by eBay) the official secondary 
marketplace for baseball tickets. 

StubHub receives 25 percent in fees 
from every sale (10 percent of the price 
from the buyer, 15 percent from the seller), and the teams get a 
share of StubHub’s revenue. Cubs executive vice president Mark 
McGuire wouldn’t specify the team’s cut but said: “It’s lucrative.” 

Matthew Gould, a spokesman for MLB’s interactive wing, said 50 
percent more major-league tickets were sold this year on StubHub 
than in 2007. 

StubHub spokeswoman Joellen Ferrer said Wednesday that more 
than 2,000 tickets for each of the Cubs’ three potential division- 
series home games were available on StubHub, compared with the 
900, 600 and 300 tickets being sold for the Cubs’ three first-round 
playoff games at the same time last year. 

Ferrer said the current average price for this year’s first-round 
Cubs tickets is $490 — tops among major-league teams— with a 
range of $100 to $2,500, though she expects prices to drop a bit as 
the games approach. The average StubHub selling price for a 2007 
Cubs division series game was $338. With the White Sox clinging 
to a division lead and postseason hopes, their tickets for potential 
playoff games are selling for an average (refundable) price of $172. 

Changing how they do business 

To Evanston resident and longtime Cubs season-ticket holder 
Tom Wolfe, who remembers receiving warnings about profiting 
from his season tickets, the team’s about-face is striking. “I would 
have bought more season tickets when I had the chance had I 
known that they would condone the practice of reselling them on 
StubHub,” Wolfe said. 

The Cubs also have made additional money on marked-up tick- 


ets through Wrigley Field Premium Ticket Services, which Tribune 
Co. launched in 2002 to sell Cubs tickets at above face value. A 
Premium representative, however, said the business won’t be sell- 
ing Cubs playoff tickets this year; potential buyers are redirected 
to StubHub from the Premium Web site. 

The Cubs, who on Wednesday sent tickets to season-ticket 
holders and lottery winners who didn’t choose the print-at-home 
option, released slightly fewer first-round tickets to the public this 
year than last year, McGuire said, with more than 600,000 fans 
registering online for a lottery to permit a fraction of them to buy 
two tickets for a single playoff game. Last year. Cubs fans were able 
to buy four tickets per game through a different online system that 
didn’t involve registration or a lottery 

White Sox spokesman Lou Hernandez said his team, whose lot- 
tery winners could buy four tickets apiece (with purchases com- 
pleted Wednesday, the same day that season-ticket holders’ playoff 
tickets were sent out), also reduced availability for the public com- 
pared with 2005, partly because of a larger season-ticket base. 

Hernandez wouldn’t say how many seats were going to season- 
ticket holders or the general public. Cubs spokesman Jason Carr 
said season ticket-holders account for about 22,000 of Wrigley 
Field’s approximately 42,200 seats, while unspecified thousands 
more are held back by the team and MLB for advertisers, players, 
other teams, umpires, celebrities, employees and assorted public 
officials such as Chicago aldermen. McGuire said that with each 
playoff round, fewer tickets are made available to the public as 
MLB holds onto an increasing number of them. 

‘A rich man’s pastime’ 

How this all plays out for ticket-seeking fans remains to be seen. 
Kurt Soderholm, a broker at the Hinsdale-based Front Row Ticket 
Service, said the playoffs resale market isn’t likely to take off until 
Sunday or Monday, after matchups and game times are set. 

Soderholm said StubHub gives an unrealistic picture of the 
marketplace because sellers tend to overinflate the value of their 
tickets. 

“People set these absurd prices there,” agreed Steve Buzil, owner 
of Sit Close Tickets in Wrigleyville. “They don’t understand the 
market.” 

Buzil estimated that about 500 tickets will pass through his 
hands for the average playoff game. He, like Soderholm, said he 
buys most from season-ticket holders, which he said he in turn sells 
to the moneyed class. “Corporate America swallows up 65 percent 
of the tickets entertaining their clients,” he said. 

Paul Bauch, an attorney who represented the plaintiffs in a 
failed 2002 class action lawsuit against the Cubs for selling tickets 
through Premium without first offering them for face value, argued 
that the increased emphasis on the secondary market has had a 
negative impact on regular fans. 

“Within last five to 10 years, sports changed to where the aver- 
age fan gets muscled out,” Bauch said. “Sports became not simply a 
game; it has become the business of entertaining. It’s not the poor 
man’s pastime. It’s a rich man’s pastime.”

new YORK The Cubs will play 
their final regular-season game 
at Shea Stadium on Thursday 
night, then say goodbye to a 
^ ballpark that has haunted the 
franchise for more than four decades. 

Of course, they could return for the 
postseason in another week, in what would 
be the first postseason matchup between the 
Cubs and Mets, former East Division rivals who 
battled it out in ’69, ’73 and ’84. 

Everyone knows the stories about 1969: the 
black cat, Don Young’s dropped fly balls, Randy 
Hundley’s “missed” tag and other terrible 
moments that happened at Shea during that 
infamous season. 

“I would come back here personally to blow it 
up,” Ron Santo said during his final visit to Shea 
in 2007. “I’d pay my own way. Maybe even just 
to watch it.” 

» Actor Bill Murray was in attendance at 
Wednesday night’s game, sitting in the front 
row near the Cubs dugout and wearing a 
Bears cap.

$2 corkage fee per person.

The spot: Carlos Reyna, owner of 3- 
year-old Humboldt Park Mexican spot 
Maiz, had two goals when he set out to 
open his next venture: Make it BYOB 
and serve both flour and corn tortillas 
(Maiz, true to its name, offers only the 
corn variety). He accomplished both when Tamalli opened in a 
tiny pastel-colored Logan Square space in early August. An added 
bonus for Reyna: Many Tamalli fans also are discovering Maiz for 
the first time. 

Tamales, as you would expect, are front and center on the 

authentic Mexican menu. Tbu’ll find six types with 
various fillings; the tamal de chorizo en hoja de 
platano (banana leaf chorizo tamale) is a good 
choice ($6.75). Enchiladas, burritos and tacos 
also make the lineup. Tamalli’s 10 tables fill up 
quickly for dinner, especially on the weekends.

On Oct. 7, 1998, Russell Henderson and Aaron 
McKinney kidnapped 21-year-old Matthew Shepard 
near Laramie, Wyo. They tied him to a barbed wire 
fence, beat and tortured him and left him there to 
die. 

All because he was gay 

Shepard never woke up after the attack and was 
pronounced dead Oct. 12, 1998. Had he survived, he 
would have been 32 years old this December. 

What causes a person to hate another human 
being so much that they want to torture and murder 
him? Is it fear, ignorance, self-loathing? 

Hate crimes can happen every day in every city 
Fortunately most reports aren’t always as brutal as 
the case of Shepard, but that doesn’t mean they are 
any less serious. 

According to the Center on Halsted’s Anti- 
Violence Project, 76 survivors of hate violence 
sought help and services in 2007, up from 72 in 
2006. 

Further breakdowns of last year’s cases are not yet 
available, but of the 72 hate crime survivors in 2006, 
52 identified as gay or lesbian. Of those 72 incidents, 
29 were reported to the police. Seven resulted in 
arrests. 

In 2006 there were 80 reported hate crimes in the

city of Chicago, down from more than 200 a decade 
ago, according to the Chicago Police Department’s 
2006 Annual Report. Of those 80 hate crimes, 29 
were crimes against gays and lesbians. 

These crimes ranged from physical attacks to ver- 
bal ones. Both are damaging, but on different levels. 
In fact, I witnessed a display of ignorance and hate 
this summer right in Boystown. 

My partner Brad and I were walking down 
Halsted Street about 2 a.m. when two men in a white 
Chevy Suburban drove down the street repeatedly 
yelling a slur. It didn’t matter if the men on Halsted 
were gay or not, to these two guys everyone on 
Halsted was a potential target for their hate. 

These insecure idiots didn’t have the guts to get 


out of their car and confront us, but rather stayed in 
a moving vehicle so we couldn’t respond. They were 
obviously cowards. 

I should have reported the incident to the police. 

I assumed that since I was not physically assaulted 
and the perpetrators drove off, I had nothing to 
report. 

But the Chicago Police Department wants to 
know of any hate crime incident, if nothing more 
than for their awareness and reporting. 

Ten years after the attack on Shepard, violent 
crimes against gays haven’t ceased. Earlier this 
month a 20 -year-old gay man was stabbed seven 
times in London while walking to a pub. In August, 
an 18 -year-old gay man in Salt Lake City was severely 
beaten by a group of strangers, the Deseret News 
reported. Also this month, two men in Portland, 
Maine, severely beat a man while calling out 
homophobic slurs during the attack, according to 
Portland TV station WCSH-Ch. 6. 

I encourage everyone to take a few minutes and 
remember Shepard. Not just for him, but for all the 
victims of hate crimes everywhere. We need to raise 
awareness that we will not tolerate hate and igno-
